Prank P Sibley, writing In the Bun- 
day Globe regarding the New England 
■nan in the Marne battle has the fol- 
lowing of interest locally: 

The counter attack turned out to be 
» good deal of a Hull, Hinghi 
Clinton festivity. Aa Lieut. Price went 
forward the Bodies were working on 
organizing their position. They had 
already* set up a machine gun in the 
railroad station and another one at a 
atoeet corner in Vaux.

"This was organized, of course, !n 
groups In one of them Douglas Ross 
of Hull had with him Arthur 0. Irwin 
of Hull, son of John Irwin, the old base- 
ball scout. 

"They saw a machine gun set op as 
a corner, and two men by it. Ap- 
parently wanting to ght according to 
the program tauhgt him in the training 
period; Ross sent Irwin back to get 
snme bombs. It was Irwin slightly 
wounded, who told the story afterwards 
In the dressing station. 

"1 ran.' he said, 'and I didn't have 
far to run. But when I got back, Doug 
tad the machine gun and the two Huns 
were dead.' 

"Ross mid It was the simplest thing 
in the world. While waiting for Irwin 
he simply shot one of the Boehes The 
r to where man's comrsde stooped over him ano 
Ross ran up to them. Then the (in- 
wounded Hoc he saw him and ran, and 
Rosa shot him too, and captured the 
machine gun. 

"Por the rest of that merrv morning, 
Lieut. Pierce says Ross pranced through 
that fl,rl*, like a boy at a picnic. He 
ripped his breeches half the length of 
his leg, but he couldn't tell me how lie 
did it.

They ran up on 
two sides of it snd tossed grenade* up 
over the top of the wsils to explode 
i»»idc TVre was no roof, and th*v 
had to keep out of the rsnge at the 
front and back.

"Still further to onr front was the 
row of shell holes that represent our 
front line. Lieut. Price begun extend- 
iTig to the left, and Reginald Bate 
of Clinton, with .Tames resweli of 
Hingham and Corp. Oiristopcr Sullivan 
of Worcester, were sent aronnd to the 
left of a big shell crater In which was 
a group of very lively Bodies. 

"Arthur Imin of Hull anil Francis 
Krans of ninpham were sent to the 
right of the hole, and Reginald Real of 
Hinghitm the son of the West Comers 
policeman was told off with an auto- 
matic rifle to Tceep their heads down.' 
Whenever he saw a helmet top he fired 
at it, and Mister Boche promptiv ducked 
■pain. 

The party moved op on the hole In 
little runs, one man going up a few 
yards and then dropping, and then an- 
other repeating the maneuver. Bcal 
kept advancing, with his -automatic rifle 
at the shoulder. 

"Corp. Sullivan, who is an expert gren- 
ade thrower, helped bv tossing lemons 
st the shell hole with Lieut. Price for 
observer. 

"Thirty yards! B' the lieutenant 
would say and Chris would lay one on 
the brink of the shell crater. *«A little 
longer!* and the next heave would land 
on the farther lip. 

"Finally Beal though He heard some 
one say, 'Kamerad!' He dropped his 
heavy automatic, grabbed a rifle from 
somebody and ran up the rest of the 
way. 

The whole party closed in on tet 
frightened Germans, with their handi 
up. who were only too glad to toss oft I 
the heavy helmets, put on the cocky 
little fatigue caps, come out of the hol< 
he searched for weapons and bchnve. 
The first thing a German soldier does 
when he is taken is to throw away bis 
helmet. It is as if he felt he was done 
with the war and glad of it'"

Money Could Be Turned Into Liberty 
Bonds and Thrift Stamps, and 
Labor Into Eseentlal 
Industries. 

By MORTIMER L. SCH1FF. 

So. much has been sold and written 
In recent months on the subject of 
thrift, that It must by this time be 
the self-evident fact that unless the 
strictest economy Is practiced by the 
people of this country, the enormons 
sums and tbe mass of goods which the 
war requires cannot be forthcoming. 
The most Important contribution which 
the civilian population can make to- 
wards the winning of the war Is to so 
order Us dally life as to prevent waste 
and thus make available for military 
purposes the goods and labor which 
would otherwise be dissipated In pro- 
duction for unnecessary purposes. Not 
only must the spending of money for 
luxuries be discouraged, but even so- 
called necessities must be used as 
sparingly as possible. It Is only In 
that way that the growing need of our 
army and navy can be met. 

The amount which the Individual 
can thus contribute may seem small, 
but If all pursue such a course con- 
scientiously, the resultant saving Is 
enormous. Surely It Is d.ue to our 
brave boys at the front that our mili- 
tary operations be not hampered by 
a lack of supplies due to production 
nt home being diverted Into non-essen- 
tial channels. It must always be borne 
In mind nnd cannot be stated too often, 
that doing without something results 
In a douhle advantage to the govern- 
ment. Tbe money thus saved Is made 
available for the purchase of Liberty 
bonds and War Savings stamps and In 
addition a corresponding amount of 
labor and goods Is released for war 
purposes. 

To Illustrate by a concrete exam- 
ple, If a man does not buy a new over- 
coat, but makes his old one do for an- 
other season, he not only can place at 
the disposal of the government the 
money which he would have used for 
that purpose, but the manufacturer 
can use that cloth and the lahor for 
making the overcoat In manufacturing 
a military or naval overcont for one of 
our soldiers or sailors. 

Thrift Will Help Win War. 

Fuel and food conservation work In 
a similar, way nnd,everythlng which we 
as Individuals do without means jnst 
so much more for our allies or for 
ourselves for war purposes. The gos- 
pel of thrift cannot be preached too 
often or too strongly, not only for Its 
direct bearing on the war, but also for 
Its effect on the future of this coun- 
try. We have been so hlessed with 
natural resources and facilities for 
production, that we have been an ex- 
travagant people, and It Is certain 
to be of Incalculable advantage If we 
learn the value of saving. We have 
been extravagant not only In the ex- 
penditure of money, but also In whnt 
Is even more Important. In the use of 
our raw material and of our land. In- 
tensive farming and full use of buy- 
ing products are examples of this kind 
of thrift, which If Intelligently prac- 
ticed will tremendously Increase our 
production. 

Saving to be effective must he sys- 
tematic and not haphazard In charac- 
ter. The greatest advantage of War 
Savings associations or the purchase 
of Liberty bonds on the Installment 
plan Is that they require the setting 
aside of a definite sum each week or 
each month nnd the making of the do- 
mestic budget accordingly. And the 
remainder of the money thus set aside 
Is saved and Invested In the premier 
security of the world. In the obliga- 
tion of the United Stntes of America. 
Frugality Great Aiset 

The problems of peace are going to 
be no leas nerlous than those of war, 
but we face them with confidence, If, 
as a result of the habits we have ac- 
quired during war time, we shall have 
become a thrifty and economical peo- 
ple nnd a nntlon of savers. "Waste 
not, wnnt not" Is a true old saying, 
hut Its application was never more Im- 
portant than now, France's grcntest 
asset has been the thrift and frugality 
of her people and wo can do no hetter 
than to emulate her In this, as In so 
many other things. To do so ench 
must do his or her shnre and by so do- 
ing divert production from non-essen- 
tials Into essentials and mnko nvall- 
nhle the labor and goods needed for 
mllltnry purposes. In the same way, 
It Is only by thrift and economy that 
we can speed up our production nnd 
make participation In the war more 
utid more effective.

OPTIMIST IS A "BERLOQUE" 



People Have Joyous Time While Wait- 
ing in Subway Stations — Crap 
Game Holds interest of 
the Crowd. 

Paris. — Two more words have been 
added to that very growing dlctlonnry 
of war words. In Paris these two 
words have achieved a new signifi- 
cance. Pessimists are now known ns 
"sirens" and optimists are "berloques." 

The significance Is self-explanatory 
to those who have experienced an nlr 
raid In Paris. Many dread the screech- 
ing, weird, bansheelike wail of the 
alarm giving siren more than the act- 
ual danger from the raiders, while the 
"b*rtoque,** that lively little bugle 
call telling that all danger Is past 
and that one may rest safely In one's 
bod. Is Indeed a friend welcome as any 
optimist. 

A Parts bookkeeper who suddenly 
left the city when the raids over the 
capital hecame too frequent and went 
to Nantes has heen sued by his em- 
ployer for $60 damage for leaving with- 
out notice. The case, not the only 
one of Its kind In the French courts 
today. Is attracting attention. 

The bookkeeper's explanation was 
that his nerves were npset by the 
bombs and shells and that he thought 
himself Justified In getting out of dan- 
ger. The court held that a borahard- 
ment by airplanes and loag-range 
guns could not he considered a suffi- 
cient reason for the hreach of con- 
tract aad gnve Judgment for the 
nmonnt named. 

The darkened streets of Paris have 
caused many persons to ronm around 
town after returning from the theiiter 
or a visit because of the difficulty In 
finding the streets and house numbers. 
An attempt to Improve this condition is 
to be made soon by placing luminous 
numN rs traced In little huttonltke mlr- I 
rors which reflect and magnify the 
smallest glimmer of light on the houses 
of the city. 

One would think upon descending to 
one of the large nnd centrnlly located 
underground railway stations which 
are used as shelters that a soiree was 
In progress Instead of an air raid. 

This Is what the correspondent saw 
one evening during a raid when he 
was obliged Jo *eek cover in one of the 
subway stations: 

In one corner n violin, accompanied 
by two gultnrs. wns doling out a tune 
to which a "squadron" of youthful avi- 
ators were wulfr.Iiig around, tiicir part- 
ners being a group of pretty dnnseiiHe* 
who had hurriedly left a neighboring 



thenter wearing their costumes, make- 
up and nil. 

In another corner a gronp of Poiius, 
loaded down with, their trench equip- 
ment, having been caught In the under- 
ground while f>n their way to the rnil- 
rond depot and to the front, were stag- 
ing "Madelon." their "Tlpperary," In 
rather discordant tones. But it was 
singing Just the same. 

Crap Game Holds Crowd. 

An nnusuiii feature of this particu- 
lar "soiree" was a genuine nil-Ameri- 
can crap game— not for keeps. It would 
liurdly be an exaggeration to sny that 
half of the crowd In the station had 
edged around the half dozen spare 
Araericna doughboys— three of whom 
were gentlemen of color— to witness 
this contest In bone throwing. 

The colored gentlemen handled their 
dice with a deftness thnt was delight- 
fully reminiscent of "somewhere la 
Harlem," to say nothing of their pro- 
ficiency in the vocabulary of the game, 
which Parisians have since learned 
Is a very essential adjunct to any skill 
nt it. 

Investlgnrton of casualties following 
an air raid over the capltnl hnve 
proved to the authorities that the 
greatest number of casualties are not 
the result of Injuries received from 
the bombs of the raiders, hut of care- 
lessness on the part of the victims. 
Parisians have become too seenstom- 
ed to air raids. They stay not of doors 
to see the bursting of the shells from 
the antiaircraft guns and others leave 
their shelters and go home before the 
signal. 

As a result recently 23 persons were 
Injured, some because they did not 
keep under cover long enough, nud 
others because they stood at their wia- 
dows wntching the 'bursting shells ns 
If It were an exhibition of fireworks. 
The police have ftBn | n wftrne d the pop- 
ulation. "The better protection of 
the city," snys nn order, "Is no reason 
for neglecting the precautions dictated 
!>y common sense."

Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 

The public should understand that 
the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company- 
is now divided into three classes: 

Class 1 includes such products as beef, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine and 
others that are essentially 'animal 
products. Profits are limited to 9 
per cent of the capital employed in 
these departments, (including sur- 
plus and borrowed money), or not 
to exceed two and a half cents on 
each dollar of sales. 

Class 2 includes the soap, glue, 
fertilizer, and other departments 
more or less associated with the 
meat business.

Qass 3 includes outside investments, 
such as those in stock yards, and 
the operation of packing plants in 
foreign countries.

Total profits for all departments 
together in 1918 will probably be 
between three and four per cent on 
an increased volume of sales. 

The restrictions absolutely guar- 
antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer's profit can- 
not possibly average more than a 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 

Since the profits on meat ( Class 1) 
are running only about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2, also limited) and other depart- 
ments, (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital.

Profiteering by Producers of Ccmmon 
Neceaeltlea. Bad Enough In 1916, 
Wae Enormously lnoreaeed In 1917 
In Moat inatancee. 

Washington, Awr. 17.— Amazing prof- 
it* In almost every branch of Ameri- 
can ladnatry were hroiipht Xo light 
when the treasury departmeat com- 
pleted 1U long-awaited report on prof- 
iteering. 

The report covers Sl/rfX) corpora- 
tlons, the names of which are with- 
held. It was prepared In response to 
the Borah resolution, adopted by the 
senate after President Wilson. In his 
revenue address to coagress on May 
27, declared that there was "abundaat 
fuel for the light" In the treasury de- 
partment with regard to profiteering. 

The treasury department takes the 
position that It would be a violation 

j of existing law to make' public the 

i names of corporations and their earn- 

I Ings. The senate resolution is not suf- 

I flclent to snspoad the law; It would 

' require a Joint resolution, the treasury 
depnrtment holds. 

The most extraordinary profiteerlag 
revealed by the report was In food- 
stuffs. Troducers of nearly all the 
common necessities of life were showa 
to have made enormously Increased 

j profits In 1917 over 1916, although their 
earnings In 1916 were In numerous 
cases far above the 100 per cent mark. 
Meat pnekers' profits were shown to 
have Increased substantlnlly. One 

j large pneker made $19,000,000 more la 
1917 than In 1916. 

I In the Iron and steel Industry sensa- 
tional profits wore disclosed. In coal 

j and oil profits mounted to unparalleled 
figures. Public utilities of virtually 
every character also came In for*a lib- 
eral shnre of the Increase*] prosperity. 
Large Profits of Dairies. 
Among the dairy coacerns large In- 
creases of profits were shown. One 
company with $600,000 capital made 

| $166,000 In 1917, against $25,000 tbe 
year before. The small dalrymea 

j mnde the largest percentages of la- 

I creased profits. One little concern 
with a capital of $2,400 made $ll,6. r )9, 
aa corapnred with $4,000 for 1910. 

Fruit and vegetable growing Indus- 
try's profits Incrensed considerably 
over those for 1916, nlthougli they 
were fnlrly large for fhat year. One 
concera's profits were 240 per ceat 
more for 1917 than for 1916. Concerns 
with smnll capltnl showed the largest 
Increases. 

Wheat, com and bnrley growing was 
not so profitahle, according to the re- 
turns. One coacern with $425,000 cap- 
ital lost money. 

Stock breeding showed substantially 
Incrensed profit In nearly all the con- 
cerns listed. The Industry also showed 
large profits for the previous year. 
One concern's profits were 255 per 
cent more In 1917 than In 1916. , 

A large number of industries listed 
as "miscellaneous agricultural ladus- 
trles" allowed some strikingly large 

| profits, beginning In 1916 nnd Increas- 

llng rapidly In 1917. 

Food Men Gain Riches. 

I Of 210 concerns listed under the cap- 
tion "Bread and other baking prod- 

j nets," profiteering of an amazing char- 
acter was shown. For exnmplc, one 

j company cnpltallzed at $40,000 In- 
crensed Its profits from $50,000 In 1916 
to $107,000 In 1917. Few of them 
showed Increnses of less llinn 20 per 

| cent on their cnpltal stock. 

i In the canning Industry one com- 

I pany which enrned ,377 per cent In 

| 1916 earned 1,047 per cent la 1917. 

| Another, capitalized at $93,000. made 
$247,000 In 1917. agnlnst $06,000 la 

I 1916. A $50,000 concern which made 
$25,000 In 1918 made $142,000 In 1917. 
The manufacture of syrups, raolas- 

I eo6 nnd glucose netted much lacreased 
profit. One compnny with $350,000

especially hlg moaey maker. 

■ Of more than 500 flour, feed and 
grist mills listed only n few failed to 
show largely Increased profits. One 

| $2,500,000 concern mnde $752,000 la 
| 1910 nnd $1,200,000 in 1017. 

There wns a general upward rise la 
: most pncklng companies' profits. The 
| lamest concern listed had a cnpltal of 

$100,000,000. upon which It earned $49.- 
' (KK1.000 In 1917, agnlnst $30,000,000 In 

1916. 

Startling Profits In Leather. 

Leather manufacturers. Including the 
I dealers In hides, nnd mnkers of boots 
and shoes and trunks and valises, 
mnde profits In 1916 nnd 1017 that are 
stnrtllng. One shoe mnanfnctnring 
I concern, with $1,000,000 capltnl, made 
313 per cent In 1916, but no excess la 
11>17. 

Scores of hoot and shoe manufne- 
ttirlng concerns, whose cnpltal wns 
from $100,000 to $1,000,000, mnde all 
the way from 20 to more thnn 1,000 
per cent In 1916. 

The profits of the brewers ranged 
from 25 to 175 per cent In 1010, nad 
their excess profits In 1917 were Trom 
5 to 50 per cent, most of the lnrge 
breweries making an nverage profit or 
42 to 50 per cent In 1916, and an ex- 
cess profit of 10 per cent In 1017. 

The distillers of whiskies nad spir- 
its mnde profits In 1916 thnt rnnged 
from 9 to 823 per cent, while their ex- 



cess profits Inst year were from 12 to 
400 per cent. 

Coal Men Pile Up Wealth. 
The Pennsylvania nnd West Vir- 
ginia soft conl mining compnnles made 
enormous excess profits In 1917, ac- 
cording to the report. The large com- 
pnnles nil mnde profits In 1016 ranging 
from 25 to 150 per cent. 

In 1917 all of the large bituminous 
operators, the report shows, made un- 
usual profits. One mine made 1,626 
per cent on Its cnpltnl In 1916 and 4.337 
per cent In 1917. Another made 1.872 
per cent In 1010 nnd 5,983 per cent In 
1917. 

Profits of the mldcontlnent bitumi- 
nous operators were smaller, averag- 
ing 50 per cent. 

The big oil producing compnnles of 
Illinois, lndlnna. New York, Pennsyl- 
vania Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, aad 
West Virginia made from 28 to 396 
per cent- In 1916 and enormous excess 
profits In 1917. The Texns. Oklahoma 
aad Kansas oil companies showed 
similar profits for both years. 

All of the garment manufacturers 
made gigantic profits In 1916, those for 
the larger companies ranging from 25 
to 75 per cent that year. They showed 
excess profits In 1917 of from 5 to 55 
per cent. 

Small dealers in flour and grain, 
with capital stock of from $1,000 to 
$8,000, made excess profits that ranged 
as high as 519 per cent 

The report also shows that the small 
dealers In furniture and other house- 
hold goods mnde enormous profits last 
year, with excess profits as high ns 350 
per cent. 

Retail dealers In tobacco made enor- 
mous profits off the smokers of the 
couatry, the highest being 3,176 per 
ceat. and the average approximately 
80 per cent In 1916. These profits i 
were doubled during 1917. 

Auto Bulldere Wax Fat. 
Most of the automobile companies 
hit high marks In earnings In 1916, but I 
they went still higher In 1917. The | 
largest listed, however, did not show I 
any extraordlunry Increase In profits I 
over those of 1016. One company with 
$31,000,000 capital lu 1916 earned $17,- 
000,000, then boosted Its capital stock I 
to $06,000,000 and then earned $23,- I 
000,000. A $19,000,000 concern which | 
earned $4,608.1X10 In 1916 made $5,258,- 
000 in 1917. A $16,000,000 company 
made $4,713,000 In 1917. against $4,- 
109,000 in 1010. 

A tin plate mill with $49,000,000 cnp- 
ltal made $54,000,000 net profit In 1917, 
agnlast $19,000,000 In 1916, or an In- 
crense of 72 per cent on Its capital 
stock. 

Transportation, puhllc utilities, and 
light nnd power compnnles, with very 
few exceptions, fared exceedingly well 
during 1916 and 1017. Their profits 
lu 1916 generally ranged from 6 to 80 
Lper cent on their capital stock, while 
| flwy nearly all mnde excess profits In 
1917 of from 3 to 35 per cent Profits 
of the large puhllc utilities companies 
In 1916 and 1917 ranged from 11 to 25 
per cent- 
Steam nnd electric railroads In 1016 
made from 17 to 207 per cent profits, 
while In 1917 they made profits In 
excess of 1916 that rnnged between 15 
nnd 20 per cent, according to the re- 
port. 

Murine, fire, and life Insurance con- 
cerns enjoyed unusually lnrge In- 
crenses In profits. Oae company ( 
earned 493 per cent aiore on Its cap- 
ital stock In, 1917 than In 1916. An- 
other capitalized at $700,000 Increased 
Its lacome from $324,000 In 1910 to 
$3,773,000 In 1917. 

How Dry Goods Men Fared. 
A list of 2,092 clothing and dry 
goods merchnnts, Including departmeat 
stores, showed profits for 1917 In ex- 
cess of those over 1916, as high as 
191.43 per cent on the cnpltal stock. 
Tbe concerns making the enormous 
profits, however, were the smaller 
firms. 

'Retail grocers and provision brokers 
made their enormous "war profits" 
In 1916. the report shows. The gro- 
cers made only a small profit In 1917 
In excess of their 1916 profits. Of the 
1,033 concerns listed In the report, 
however, only a dozen show profits of 
less thnn 20 per cent on their capltnl 
stock In 1916, the year before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, and the 
profits of some concerns thnt year 
were as high ns 1,813 per cent. Most 
of the grocers, both lnrge and small 
coacerns. the report shows, made av- 
erage profits In 1916 of from 50 to 200 
cent.

In Its Issue ef July S, 1918, tho lied 
Cross Bulletin. Issued nt Washington, 
has tho following account of tho hero- 
ism of Ked Cross nurses under fire: 

"Private A. G. MeLeod. tho first 
American soldier to be wounded in 
France, was hurt when the Germans 
bomlted a Red Cross hospital. He owes 
his life, he believes, to the Red Cross 
nurse who stuck by hlra In the shat- 
tered ward, and saw that be had 
prompt surgical attention. Two of the 
nurses were wounded by the same 
bomb that hurt Mr. McLeod. but the 
rest of the women. It wns stated, were 
as cool as the men. Here is his own 
story In which It will be noticed the 
Red Cross nurse is given the principal 
place : 

"'Our hospital, a British-American 
one In Flanders, was bombed the night 
of September 4, last. I was working in 
this hospital, at which I had been as- 
signed to the transportation section. 
The patients who could do so went to 
the bomb-proof cellar when the air raid 
opened, but there were a number of 
soldiers so badly wounded that they 
could not be moved. A number of 
nurses stayed with the soldiers, and I 
remained to help. 

" 'Suddenly, a bomb made a direct hit 
and exploded nearby. It pretty nearly 
cleaned out the hospital. My legs were 
smashed to a pulp rtnd I wns raving 
with pain. I won't describe the scene 
about me, for that would be too hor- 
rible. A nurse stayed by my side. She 
stuck to me and saw that I had prompt 
attention, and I probably owe my life 
to the Immediate amputation which 
was ordered. The bombing of this hos- 
pital cost one nurse an eye. -and an- 
other a foot. The rest of the nurses 
were as cool as the men. I can't say 
too much for the work of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross In France.' " 

Here Is something from the Central 
Division Bulletin, published at Chicago, 
which needs to be considered just now : 
Willing Workers Only. 

'Tire growing seriousness of condi- 
tions respecting transportation, hous-

that the war countries of Europe are 
no place at present for persons with- 
out definite business of actual value to 
war or war relief work. 

"The war council of the American 
R«l Cross announces thnt 'the Red 
Cross commissions abroad do not de- 
sire any person to enter Into foreign 
service except upon the explicit under- 
standing that they shall bo ready at 
n»y and ail times to undertake any 
service and in any place", subject to 
the control and direction of tlie Red 
Cross officials under whom they are 
serving; and that, until further order 
by the war council, no person shall be 
seat to sen-ice with the Red Cross 
abroad for the purpose merely of In- 
spcctlug the work, with the intention 
of using the results of such Inspection 
for lecture or literary material.' "
